When your child is sick, you want the best care possible,
no matter how far away from home. Our three Valley
Houses serve as an inviting refuge for families who have
no choice but to travel to metropolitan Phoenix for
pediatric healthcare. Known as the “House that love
built,” Ronald McDonald House® provides safe and
comforting environments at no cost to families as they
manage the challenges of caring for their sick or injured
child. Serious pediatric health issues do not wait for a
pandemic to end. With so much to worry about, the last
thing a family with an ill or injured child should have to
worry about is where to find shelter while they are
displaced from their home community. RMHCCNAZ
remains open and allows families to seek medical
treatment for their children without worrying about the
cost of housing, meals, and other daily essentials. With
the advent of COVID-19, we have had to shift
operations. We continue to work closely with social
work teams to determine those families who are most
in need of our services. Babies in the NICU, children in
the PICU, cancer and cardiac patients, and those who
require longer term care are those we see most often
referred to us. But our mission remains steadfast and
clear — we provide a “home-away-from-home” for these
families — no matter what.

Providing fresh fruits and vegetables from our
community gardens; engaging unemployed youth and
adults in workforce development initiative in the garden
so they gain job skills and empowerment.

We provide Life Skill Training for families who have At Statewide
Risk Children and Unified programs for Typical Society (Arizona) only
especially during Covid when families had no options for

support or resources. We teach Unified Survival Skills

and offer weekly education and support presentations.

St. Mary's conducts a number of food distribution Statewide,
activities for lowincome food-insecure people. These National
include emergency food boxes, children’s feeding

programs and mobile and school pantries.

We will provide pet food and shelter for people Statewide
impacted by a natural disaster. (Arizona) only

In response to the COVID-19 crisis, we have activated a  National only
nationwide program, the American Kidney Fund
Coronavirus Emergency Fund, to provide critically
needed financial assistance in the form of $250 grants
to low-income dialysis and recent transplant patients
who are facing unexpected challenges as a result of the
COVID-19 pandemic. Since launching the AKF
Coronavirus Emergency Fund in March 2020, AKF has
provided over $2.5 million to more than 11,000 patients
in need. In 2019, through our Safety Net Program,
more than 10,000 kidney patients were able to pay for
transportation to dialysis, nutritional products,
emergency assistance and other expenses not covered
by health insurance. We provided disaster relief
financial assistance to more than 200 patients affected
by hurricanes Barry and Dorian, as well as wildfires in
California and flooding in Arkansas and Houston.

We helped with veterans who were impacted by the National only

For example,
through our H.O.P.E. initiative, the Gary Sinise
Foundation provides empowering wide-ranging support
to those overcoming trauma, injury, and loss during
their times of urgent need, sometimes with assistance
as simple as help paying bills or buying groceries. And in
2019, we are proud to report that we have helped 211
active duty, veterans, first responders, and their families
in providing critical emergency assistance. With the
continued spread of the coronavirus (COVID-19) across
the nation, the Gary Sinise Foundation has launched a
dedicated campaign called, Emergency COVID-19
Combat Service, which addresses the needs and
priorities of those it is entrusted by the American people
to serve and honor, with the addition of healthcare
professionals. To date, the Gary Sinise Foundation has
provided a total of 54,401 meals, assisted 61 first
responder departments, provided 5,675 pieces of
personal protective equipment to those impacted by

In late April, as coronavirus cases spiked and air travel National only
virtually ceased nationwide, an infant lay in a Florida
hospital bed awaiting critical brain surgery. Meanwhile,
in Baltimore, one of the nation’s top neurosurgeons
was desperate to get to her, and then back to Baltimore
the next day for another critical surgery. The problem
seemed intractable to Dr. Allan J Belzberg, Director of
Peripheral Nerve Surgery at The Johns Hopkins
Hospital, who was determined to help both of his
patients despite the constraints of the virus shutdowns.
Half of the problem was solved when he was able to
book a commercial flight to Tampa. “But the return was
constantly being cancelled and changed,” he later
recalled. Desperately searching the internet for an
answer, Belzberg found Mercy Medical Angels where
President and CEO Robb Alpaugh answered the call. At
the time, the charity’s 500 volunteer pilots were all but
grounded due to COVID-19 safety concerns, and the
request was unusual given MMA'’s mission to get
patients to their doctors, not the other way around.
Alpaugh knew that it was time to pivot. He spent hours
on the phone that day searching for a willing pilot with
an airplane large enough for social distancing. Longtime
MMA volunteer pilot Kenny Painter answered the call
and agreed to meet the doctor in Florida following his
operation on the infant and then fly him back to
Baltimore on his spacious Socata TBM 850 airplane.
“The Angel Flight got me home the same day, able to
get a good night sleep and back in the operating room
at Hopkins the next morning,” Dr. Belzberg wrote in a
thank you note. “Ken was a treat. Beautiful plane, and
an amazing pilot. Great combination.” But most
importantly, “There is a 10-month-old in St. Petersburg
recovering from surgery, now with repaired nerves and
a functioning arm,” he said. “The parents were getting
truly desperate, but can go back to just plain loving
their child. The generosity of Angel Flight and Mercy
Medical allowed this to happen.” The doctor-to-the-
patient mission is just one example of how MMA has
nimbly navigated new challenges in 2020. The charity
has also turned its focus offering to transport plasma
and organs and doctors.

The VFW Foundation often provides relief through our  National only
Unmet Needs program to veterans who have been

affected by natural disasters. Examples have included

hurricanes, wildfires, tornadoes, etc.

COVID-19 Response: Supporting local health ministries, International
referring infected individuals to health centers, and in

some places expanding healthcare services to manage

COVID-19 cases. They are also strengthening the

implementation of hygiene measures, providing

supplies, and continuing to address nutrition and

hunger in the places they work.

COVID-19 Response: Increasing access to soap; building
and supplying handwashing stations; providing hand
sanitizer; conducting public health awareness
campaigns; creating isolation blocks; and providing
special training and protective gear for staff serving in
vulnerable communities with a high number of
displaced people.

COVID-19 Response: Working with 487 grantees to
support COVID-19 response efforts in Africa, Asia,
Central America and the Caribbean. Support includes
supplies, food, hand-washing stations and emergency
cash transfers.

COVID-19 Response: Delivered over 9 million units of
protective equipment thus far across 15 countries,
including 160 tons of supplies to health care facilities in
49 states across the U.S.; training at-risk facilities in
infection prevention control and mental health and
psychosocial services; referring patients for testing
while continuing to provide clinical care.

We have provided medicines and medical supplies to
teams going to Lebanon in the aftermath of the
explosion there. We also provided the same for teams
going to the Bahamas after the hurricanes devastated
the island there last year.

COVID-19 Response: Meeting the needs of 100 million
people around the world, including: equipping
communities and health facilities with emergency
supplies (soap, disinfectants, medication and protective
gear); providing clean water and safe hygiene and
sanitation resources; addressing food shortages; and
educating health care workers and caregivers on
prevention techniques.

COVID-19 Response: Country-specific responses include
supporting telehealth services and equipping families
with health and prevention education, virtual trainings
and education offerings, nutrition program support, and
delivering supplies where possible.

Providing Covid-19 relief in the form of food packages
for those who were not able to work to provide for their
families because of the Lockdown.

COVID-19 Response: Providing food and hygiene
supplies for beneficiaries and their families in many of
the communities they serve.

COVID-19 Response: Working with partner
organizations in 44 countries, including the United
States, to produce personal protective equipment (PPE)
as well as share hygiene kits and supplies and spread
prevention education where possible.

COVID-19 Response: Donated 215,000 masks,
respirators and face shields and nearly 25,000
protective gowns to healthcare providers.

COVID-19 Response: Adapting 37 existing programs
around the world to spread prevention awareness,
particularly to people with disabilities, women and
children, and isolated and older people. Distribution of
essential supplies has also begun.

COVID-19 Response: Training staff worldwide on the
virus and supporting local efforts to contain the virus
and further reduce the impact of the outbreak in Syria,
Venezuela, Jordan, Afghanistan, Thailand and many
cities in the U.S. These efforts include installing hand-
washing stations, education campaigns, distributing
hygiene supplies, and maintaining health clinics that
provide essential care to vulnerable populations.

COVID-19 Response: MAP medicines, masks, gloves,
soap, and other supplies were shipped to China during
early response efforts, and are being used in places like
the United States, El Salvador, Nigeria, Italy, Philippines,
Ethiopia, Haiti and Guatemala to combat the virus

today.

In the past several months, Matthew 25 has responded
to the Midwest Derecho, Hurricanes Laura, Sally and
Delta, and the West Coast Wildfires. Matthew 25 also
continues to provide essential PPE and hygiene supplies
to partners nationwide for COVID-19.

mentoring.

COVID-19 Response: Initiating safe testing, triage and
isolation to protect patients, communities and staff in
resource-poor, vulnerable countries around the world;

COVID-19 Response: Addressing the needs and rights of
women and girls during this pandemic by
communicating public health information, installing
hand-washing facilities and distributing hygiene kits.

COVID-19 Response: Implementing training for over
62,000 frontline health workers to prevent and treat
COVID-19 infections; deploying medical volunteers to
provide surge staffing support and help reduce infection
rates; delivered 8.9 million pieces of Personal Protective
Equipment across the places they serve to date; and
working with health ministries to prepare and mobilize
to save lives in over 110 countries.

COVID-19 Response: Serving refugees, asylum
seekers and internally displaced persons (IDPs) during
the COVID-19 pandemic, with a particular focus on
crafting policy responses that protect vulnerable
populations for humanitarians, donor governments,
multilateral organizations, and policymakers.
